In the end, perhaps It doesn't really matter 
Thy they chose to flex their muscles once 
more. All that counts is that they did It. For 
that fact contains again sober Instruction for 
the west In dealing with the communists.

You may alt at the 
council table with them, but there Is no give 
and take. The technique of compromise so 
vital to the spirit of true negotiation may not 
' ,be practiced, Since any yielding on any score

CooteQUeQUyr' dealing with communists 
consists 7 of ' taking a somewhat Inflexible 
position to match the rigid stand on the other 
_slde. Only when the reds modify their position 
after reference back to higher authority can 
western negotiators safely alter their own 
stand. In between times. It is virtually Im- 
possible to elicit even opinions from the reds 

—on- potential alternatives, 

If any concrete, -solution of the Korean 
problem emerges from Kaesong, it will be 
because the communists want above all to 
end the fighting. It will not be because any 
miracle of negotiation has been accom- 
plished. For they do not know the meaning 
of negotiation, and do not care to.

Care of Your Children

Anxious parents, and Sometimes 
grandparents, are llxety to. over- 
stress a child's eating habit*. Us- 
ually they think the child' Is not 
eating enough. Children cannot eat 
es much as adults nor do they need 
to. Many of them do better If they 
are fed often and In smaller 
amounts. The test of a child's eat- 
ing habits Is his condition, bis 
weight, his growth. When a child 
is up to or close to standard weight 
his parents may be assured that he 
Is. eating all.hejieeds.__ _ 

"My child want to "drink only 
s»linm6dmuaTTiiiriJmld"hD-won*t 
get enough nourishment from It and 
want him to have cream In It but 
he won't drink It when I put the 
cream In. Should I flavor his milk 
to get him to drink It with tho 

ream la?" 

No. Let him bate .his skimmed 
milk. There Is no reason for ob- 
jecting to his preference as skimmed 
mile is very nourishing. Be does 
not need the cream. Unless the 
pediatrician orders whole milk for 
him, let him go on drinking the 
eklmmed milk |f he prefers It 

Children have not the same tastes 
as adults. They .usually take what 
their parents use es a matter of 
course but occasionally one asks for 
something-- different. - Onless-lt - li 
positively harmful, -and It Is not 
likely to be so In n fell-man aged 
household, let him have his way. 
Often grown people 'wont children 
to like what they Mac, which may 
or may not be wise. Always leave 
a little margin for personal pe- 
culiarities. 

If a parent shows anxiety about 
a child's eating, asks, for example, 
that the child "eat. some for mother. 



please.-' the child, feeling that he 
| has power over this big person who 
usually exercises power over him, 
Is likely to enjoy -this new power 
and to exercise It to his own dls* 
advantage and to the great annoy- 
ance of his mother and the rest ol 
the family. 

Try to teach children by example 
rather than by words, by experience 
rather than by demonstrations of 
dramatic quality, that they .eat for 
themselves end for nobody else. 
Showjio concern _a bout lt_beyond 
cooking and serving the food In the 
bes t possible- way- to make-1 t-attree- 
Ure and nourishing. Let the child 
feel that when he refuses his food, 
the only person who Is affected Is 
hlmselfi Make eating a matter of 
course, a pleasant event In the dally 
routine and let it go at that Eating 
problems are usually created, not 
bom with the child. The pediatrician 
will set parents right on this Im- 
portant matter if they are consulted 
about It, and they should be when 
.there Is any prolonged difficulty.
